Weeks before Corbett came 
to this city Brady had him advertised extensively. His 
ideas of publicity were different from those pursued by 
other fistic managers. He kept Corbett’s name in the 
newspapers constantly, had him feted and dined, in- 
troduced him socially and otherwise, and in this way 
Corbett succeeded in avoiding a battle for his title until 
he fought Charlie Mitchell in Jacksonville, two years 
after he met John L. Such a procedure was unheard 
of up to that time, for champions, especially those in 
the heavyweight division, were supposed to fight early 
and often. 

Brady gave the public the impression that Corbett 
was an entirely different man from his predecessors in 
the prize ring, and the public believed him. At any 
rate he succeeded in placing the profession on a higher 
plane and made it popular with the masses. He 
adopted the same methods when he took hold of Jim 
Jeftries, the present champion. 

Before the world knew of Jeffries’ great prowess as a 
fighter Brady was biding his time to introduce him. 
For some reason he and Corbett had a misunderstand- 
ing and separated. Brady afterward announced 
through the newspapers that he had a man who could 
whip any heavyweight in theworld. When the proper 
time came he divulged Jeffries’ name and through the 
offices of Billy Delaney, Corbett’s former trainer, 
brought the boilermaker East and matched him 
against two men, Steve O’Donnell and Bob Armstrong, 
atthe Lenox A.C. Jeffries did not do as well as was 
expected, but Brady told his friends to wait. Jeffries 
returned to the Pacific Coast and remained there a few 
months. Then he came back East and knocked out 
Bob Fitzsimmons, a man who was thought to be in- 
vincible by ring followers. Brady advertised Jeffries 
in exactly the same way he did Corbett, and Jeffries 
soon became a popular favorite. 

Of course, Jeffries had the proper qualifications for a 
champion, but he needed a good and shrewd pilot, and 
Brady supplied this. Unlike Corbett, however, Jeffries 
permitted Brady to do all the talking for him, and 
fought with more frequency.

One Man Out of Business.

Some Very Odd Mistakes Made by the Layers of Odds Which Sometimes 
Come Out All Right in the End.

They are telling a story of a green telegrapher In a 
downtown poolroom, who got twisted in his code the 
second day he was at work, and as a result the boss 
came near going out of business, When the first line 
of betting on a Detroit race came 
over the wire, the new operator 
in calling off to the boardmarker 
the prices against the horses in 
the race gave Flaneur’s price as 
2@ to 1, and the boardmarker 
duly chalked up 20 to 1 against 
Flaneur. The horse’s past per- 
formances didn’t warrant an: - 
thing like such a figure and the 
sharpshooters in the room were 
quick to see the out-of-line situs- 
tion. 

They went to Flaneur with a 
rush for big money, most of 
them taking 20,8 and 4 across 
the board. Even the slow-witted 
ones saw that there was some- 
thing queer about Flaneur’s 
price in the first line of prices, 
for in the morning or house-bet- 
ting Flaneur had been chalked 
up as the 8 to 5 favorite ina large 
field. So even the dull ones and 
the sure-thing pikers all took a 
piece of the 2 to 1 against 
Flaneur as soon as they could 
squeeze up to the money-takers, 

The proprietor of the room 
was busy dictating the place and 
show betting on a Gravesend 
race when the betting came in 
on the Detroit race, and it wasn’t 
until he heard the incessant sing 
song of the money-takers, calling 
out Flaneur’s name, that he 
glanced at the Detroit card and 
was horrified to see the price on 
tap against Flaneur. 

He emitted a roar that in- 
stantly stopped the taking of 
bets on the Detroit race, and 
then he bellowed at the new 
operator to dig up the Detroit 
end and get a confirmatory flash 
on that extraordinary price 
against Flaneur. In half a min- 
ute the operator was seen to 
turn the color of chalk, and then 
he hoarsely announced § tbat 
Fianeur’s price was 2 to 1, and 
not 20 to 1, 

But the players had had five 
minutes’ leeway, and they had 
taken such swift advantage of 
the error that the poolroom 
stood to lose something like $15,000 in case Flaneur, the 
actual favorite, should win his race. There was no 
way out of it. 

It isan iron-clad rule of the game that a poolroom 
has got to stand for the mistakes of its employees. The 
players knew this, and their noisy gloating when the 
error was réctified and when later there was a flash on 
Flaneur that reduced the price to win to 7 to 5, was 
almost savage, Scores of them had 4 to 1 against the 
horse to finish third, when his actual price to win was 
only 7to5. And seven-eighths of all the players in the 
room had a hunk of the 20 to 1 to win. 

The proprietor of the room was in a state of panic, 
and all of the poolroom employees were stampeded, for 
they saw their jobs pulled from underneath them in 
case Fianeur won. They knew that a $15,000 loss would 
close the plant up, at least temporarily. The proprietor 
telephoned a hurry request to his backers for a bunch 
of money to pad his bankroll, to enable him to pay off 
if Flaneur “copped.”

The story of the Flaneur incident quickly sifted 
around town, and there was a lot of talk about itamong 
turfmen at the ‘‘Broadway paddock” that night.

“The operator at the New York end of the line in 
ticking the prices to the Chicago poolroom sent it that 
Tammany was ‘60 to 1 on,’ or meant to send it that 
way. The ‘on,’ of course, meant that Tammany was 
the 1 to 60 favorite. 

“But the New York operator either forgot to tack the 
word ‘on’ to the Tammany price or the operator in the 
Chicago poolroom failed to catch the word ‘on,’ so that 
the players in the room were amazed to see 60 tol 
chalked up against Tammany to win his race from a 
field of comparative mutts—the wonderful Tammany 
that had been sweeping everything four-legged behind 
him like so much chaff. 

“They grabbed it instantly in one-hundred dollar 
clips and nearly $60,000 worth of tickets had

sible for the error in the transmission of the horse's 
price. His speech was greeted with Jeers. The pro- 
prietor of the room was a close pricemaker, a merciless 
winner and & mean man generally. 

“So when he tried to beg off on that $60,000 Tammany 
roast that he seemed surely in for, they plainly told 
him that he was It to make good—that if the advan- 
tage had been placed in his hands, by accident, or in 
any other old way,they knew blamed well that he 
would have hung on to it without budging an eighth of 
an inch. 

“The proprietor tottered down from his stool likea 
man with the vertigo, just as the operator began to call 
off the Tammany race. Tammany led by a Bing- 
hamton block to the three-quarters. Then, to the 
amazement of everybody, he dropped out in the stretch. 

“He finished nowhere, and a couple of minutes after 
the operator stated that 
Tammany had broken down hopelessly, which was the 
fact. Tammany’s bad legs had let down under him in 
the stretch, and the boy on him had to dismount and 
lead him hobbling to his shed. 

“One afternoon four or five years ago the combined 
poolrooms of Cincinnati stood to lose nearly $500,000 
owing to the woozy stubbornness of a drunken operator. 
The fine filly May Hempstead was to go in a big race

Rush—a good one, but not at all in May Hempstead’s 
class, it was thought at the time. It was virtually a 
match race between these two, although there were a 
number of other starters, and May Hempstead was 
esteemed such a cinch at the tracks that the layers 
made her a prohibitive 1 to 8 favorite. 

“The Cincinnati poolrooms at that time got their 
prices and results from a distributing station in the 
town instead of direct from the track, and the dis- 
tributing operator had a left-over on that caused him 
to get the prices on the May Hempstead-Rush race all 
mixed up. He made Rush the 1 to 8 favorite and 
clipped May Hempstead along as a 10 to 1 shot, just 
reversing the prices. 

“The room operators all fired queries at him as soon 
as he sent the price list in to them this way. But bis 
jag was streaked with stubbornness of the kind that 
causes the soused one to insist that he’s right without 
80 much as looking. - 

“*Mistake nothing,’ he clicked back to them all. 
‘The prices stand as I sent ’em.’ 

“The soused operator saw that there had been no 
changes in the list in the second line of betting from 
the track, and he keyed it along that the prices stood 
as on the first line. 

“Well, with all of this confirmation, and being 
totally unaware of the condition of the distributing 
operator, the poolrooms simply had to take the prices 
on the big race as he sent them. 

“The only way that the poolroom people could ac- 
count for the extraordinary reversal in the prices was 
that something had happened to May Hempstead to 
destroy her earned standing as a prohibitive favorite in 
almost any race in which she wasentered. Her legs 
had been under some suspicion, and the poolroom 
people figured that the state of her underpinning 
might be at the bottom of the peculiar price on tap 
against her. 

Some of the more cautious poolroom proprietors de- 
clined to take any money on the race, but most of them 
decided to book at the prices received from the dis- 
tributing operator. The players simply gnawed the 
10 to 1 against May Hempstead like St. Bernard pups 
going after slabs of dog cake. 

“They raced home and pulled up the settin’ room 
carpet and yanked out the kitchen stove to hock to get 
May Hempstead money, and by the time the horses 
went to the Louisville post the puzzled Cincinnati room 
keepers stood to be set back almost half a million in the 
event of May Hempstead’s winning. But she didn’t 
win. 

“She couldn’t negotiate the deep, holding mud of the 
track, and Rush all but distanced her. And it wasn’t 
until later in the afternoon, when the bunned operator 
had been snagged off the distributing wire, that the 
poolroom folks learned that May Hempstead had been 
the 1 to 8 shot, instead of Rush. 

“The mistake really enabled the poolroom people to 
make a big winning, instead of a colossal losing, for, if 
May Hempstead had been chalked up at 1 to 8, none of 
the poolroom gang would have played her, whereas, 
at 10 to 1, they went to her with such a swirl that they 
came near breaking their arms edging up to the 
counters.”’

FROM A GERMAN WRESTLER. 


H. Niemann,a heavyweight wrestler of Hamburg, 
Germany, writes the following letter to the PoLicr 
GAZETTE, which will undoubtedly be of interest to the 


DEAR Srtr—As you remember I issued several chal- 
lenges through your valued paper to either fightor 
wrestle the leading heavyweights of this country, and 
although [ apologize for not having called on you since 
my arrival here, as I immediately went to the West. I 
am astonished how things are running here. 

I called at the office of a leading New York paper and 
was told that the wrestlers in this country were only of 
a second calibre and not up to the standard of the old 
country. 

Since that time I managed to get on a match with 
Lundin, the Swedish wrestler, which fell through, as 
Lundin apparently was afraid he would lose, in which 
case bis match Jenkins for the championship of 
the world, which is coming off in Brooklyn soon, 
would be a failure. 

Moreover, I must say that [I am astonished that 
wrestlers of the rank of Jenkins and Lundin would 
wrestle for the championship of the world, as neither 
of them has ever participated in a first-class tourna- 
ment for the world’s championship. Piening is the 
only man that ever went abroad for a contest and 
showed he was not afraid to meet the best. So, I fail to 
see how they can wrestlefor the world’s championship. 

I took partin the contest for the championship of 

the world, which took place in the Casino de Paris, 
in Paris, France, in 1899, and in which I won sixth 
prize out of about 150 participants. I think this goes to 
prove that I am at least of just as good a class as these 
so-called champions and entitled to a match, 
* For further reference I beg to refer to either Ernest 
Roeber, one of the best wrestlers in the world, or his 
antagonist, Bech Olsen, whom I trained, and who, in 
his best time, defied any wrestler in the world.

Astrological’ Risor Has More Information to Give---New Blood Wanted | 
in the Wrestling Game---Gossip. 


Jack Munroe is a sensible person and 
not too self-opinionated to accept advice, he will pay 
some attention to the words of wisdom uttered by Bob 
Fitzsimmons concerning Tom Sharkey and the 
methods which should be employed to whip the hard- 
fisted sallor. Fitz has a very exalted opinion of 
Sharkey’s fighting ability. 

“Sharkey is one of the most dangerous fellows I ever 
fought,” says Fitz. “I met him twice and! found out 
that I had to watch him likeacat. There is never any 
way of knowing what he may do next when he is 
in a corner, because he don’t know himeelf,and he’s 
got a wallop that will knock a man’s head off if it 
lands right. 

“The only way to fight Sharkey is to watch him 
close, never let him get at you at all, and knock his 
head off when he is coming at you. 

“It takes a man who can punch a hole in him to beat 
him, and that is the only way it can be done, 

“Munroe? Just you walt. Sharkey will wallop 
Munroe alongside the jaw the way he did Rublin, and 
there will be a sick miner.” 

Sick miners are not, as a rule, good fighters, so if Mun- 
roe expects to add anything to his pugilistic record it 
behooves him to look out for that ‘wallop alongside 
the jaw.”’

On the strength of some suggestions made 
by me several months ago concerning the re-adjust- 
ment and classification of weights, Mr. Thomas 35. 
Andrews, sporting editor of the Hvening Wisconsin, 
Milwaukee, Wis., has taken the initiative in calling a 
meeting of club managers, promoters, sporting writers 
and others Interested in pugilism, for the purpose of 
discussing the question and if possible effect some 
equitable arrangement to overcome a controversy 
every time a 130-pound man fights for the 122-pound 
championship. Referring to the subject in a circular, 
Mr. Andrews takes up no new or undeveloped end of 


the question, but what he says is a practical endorse- | 


ment of the very views I have argued here, many 
times and oft; for instance he says: 

“The classifications, as they exist at the present 
time, from the bantams to the heavyweights, seem to 
be in doubt. If a meeting of this kind would be at- 
tended by all those interested in the matter I have no 
doubt that a start could be made which would be 
beneficial in all respects to the boxers and the public, 
and at the same time settle this mooted question of 
weights. A glaring illustration of the deficiency in re- 
gard to the weight question is furnished by men who 
claim to be featherweights and weigh anywhere from 
122 to 130 pounds. 

**T have no further interest in this matter other than to 
see the boxing game placed upon the highest possible 
plane, and Iam willing to devote some little time to 
see if [I cannot get all those interested to a meeting as 
above suggested. If you are interested in this matter 
will you attend a meeting at some central point, say 
Chicago or Buffalo, about the latter part of January. 
This can be determined better when we have received 
acceptances from those invited. If a sufficient interest 
is shown we can form a national association, adopt a 
constitution, determine the question of membership, 
etc., and with the aid of the promoters of boxing shows 
that are held regularly in Detroit, Kansas City, Mil- 
waukee, Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, Omaha, Seattle, 
San Francisco, Minneapolis, Butte and other cities, 
who will match their men under the new classification 
of weights, this will give us a good start towards the 
reform intended. 

“As the matchmaker of the Badger A. C., of Mil- 
waukee, which holds monthly shows,I know the in- 
fluence that can be exerted if we will mutualize our 
interests and get together. 

“If it should be impossible for you to attend the 
proposed meeting will you be kind enough to send your 
views and inany event I wish you would invite any 
reputable boxing promoter in your city. Don’t let the 
matter of a written invitation prevent their attendance, 
inarmuch as it is next to impossible for me to get the 
names of all those interested in the sport. 

“Tn case there is a boxing club in your city and no 
one is able to represent them will you take it upon 
yourself to have them delegate some one who will 
attend to act for them. By doing this it will be pos- 
sible to accomplish something and still know that what 
we decided upon will be productive of practical results, 
Please let me hear from you at your earliest con- 
venience in order that we may start the ball rolling 
at once.”’ 

Iam in absolute sympathy with every reform that 
Mr. Andrews suggests, but I can say at the outset that 
he is wasting his time and energy on a dead issue. The 
formation of a national boxing association upon the 
lines suggested by my esteemed contemporary was at- 
tempted several years ago when the game of boxing 


was in the hands of more infiuential people than those | 


who now direct its destinies. Plenty of money was 
available for any purpose that was required to place 
such an organization upon a flourishing basis, and 
legislative influence was powerful enough in the various

The admirers of wrestling are also clamor- 
ing for an infusion of new blood. The number of 
capable boxers is few enough, but they comprise an 
army in comparison with the aggregation of ‘“‘grap- 
plers’’ who are constantly appearing and reappearing 
until the very names of Jenkins, McLeod, Parker, Par- 
dello and Piening have become an eyesore. At that 
men who are athletically inclined can hardly be blamed 
for seeking a more profitable field for their talents, 
Thanks to evil influences and the crooked matches 
which have taken place, there is an openly avowed be- 
lief in the minds of the people who patronize wrestling 
that all matches are prearranged and none are con- 
tested honestly, or ‘‘on the level.” It would be hardly 
fair to take this radical view of the matter and empha- 
size the opinion that every wrestler is crooked, but the 
dishonesty of certain members of the wrestling fra- 
ternity has reflected discredit upon the sport and those 
who participate professionally in it, and for this reason 
the public is wary of giving its patronage. If “things 
are not what they seem”’ the trouble can be traced toa 
lack of financial support. The athletes have received 
but little inducements to be on the level, and there are 
few who will try for honors with nothing in sight to re- 
pay them. Those who are interested in the advance- 
ment of new men claim that with the public well ac- 
quainted with the merits of the men now atthe top 
grade, it would seem to be a ripe opportunity for the 
introduction of a newcomer who would arouse the mat 
game. The patrons quickly recognize the best men, 
and after they have once solved the question of su- 
premacy among themselves to the public satisfaction, 
there is little to be expected, for upsets are less liable in 
wrestling than in boxing. 

The public also always wants to see a contest, but the 
idea of too many wrestlers is to go easy with a despised 
opponent, thereby cheapening themselves. One would 
think that a match in which one man gains two falls 
and another one would be a sharp contest, but such is 
not generally the case. The stray fall generally smacks 
of generosity in spirit of the stronger man. Ergo 
“crookedness.”’

That was a very unfortunate accident | 


which gave Kid Carter the honors over Joe Choynski 
the other night in Boston; that it occurred so early in 
the encounter is also to be regretted. After two minutes 
and a half of fighting, Carter led for Choynski’s stomach. 
In trying to evade the blow, Choynski stepped in, and 
received the punch below the belt. He fell to the floor 
with a cry of pain, and lay there in agony. The referee 
was apparently rattled, for he declared that he seen no 
foul committed and counted Choynski out, and gave 
Carter the decision. In all fairness to Carter it must be 
said that the foul was unintentional on his part, and 
Choynski was partially to blame in thatin stepping in 
towards Carter he made it possible for the blow to land 
where it did. Carter expressed his regret at the abrupt 
ending cf the bout in so unsatisfactory a way. 

Up to the time the bout came to such an abrupt 
termination, Choynski had had all the advantage, and 
bad been forcing matters. He had _ repeatedly 
forced Carter to break ground. He had all his old-time 
speed, and his ability to sidestep Carter’s rushes seemed 
to surprise the Brooklynite.

SHARKEY WILL 
FIGHT MUNROE 


The Winner Expects to Fight Jim 
Jeffries for the Championship. 


Although Tom Sharkey and Jack Munroe are 
matched for a twenty-round seance with the muffled 
maulays and are training energetically to condition 
themselves for such an important meeting, there seems 
to be a noticeable reluctance on the part of the promo- 
ters of boxing events to provide the facilities for the 
meeting in the shape of a battleground. These en- 
counters are usually a means of earning much money 
for Loth the fighters and the promoters, and the latter

are most strenuous in their efforts to entice the 
principals to fight under their auspices, but in this 
event, for some reason which is not apparent, they 
have uot been as prolific with their offers as they 
usually are when a big match is pending, and the two 
principals are rather in a dilemma regarding the out- 
come of their arrangements. 

That both men are anxious to fight is an admitted 
fact. Sharkey is actuated by a desire to prove that he 
has returned to his old fighting form and is still a factor 
in the consideration of the heavyweight championship, 
while Munroe, who gained some questionable notoriety 
through the outcome of a four-round bout he had with 
Jim Jeffries, the champion, about a year ago in Butte, 
Mont., is anxious to demonstrate that he has some 
ability which entitles him to fame as a pugilist. Itisa 
fact that the outcome of the battle will provide Cham- 
pion Jeffries with an opponent in the next battle that is 
fought for the heavyweight title, and so it may be said 
with some truth that Jeffries is more interested than 
anybody else in the battle between Sharkey and Mun- 
roe. Speaking the other day about this fight, Jeffries 
said: 

“Munroe has done the proper thing by taking on 
Sharkey, whom I considera hard proposition. If he 
whips him he will be in line for heavyweight honors, 
and I will be prepared to sign articles at once for a fight 
before the club donating the best incentive. If Shar-- 
key, on the other hand, is successful, I will also take 
him on, even though I have whipped bim twice 
already. I will agree to this because I have never been 
found wanting when called upon to defend my title. 
Munroe and the ex-sailor should put up an interesting 
bout and may the best man win.”’ 

Among sporting men there is an inclination to favor 
Sharkey, because of experience and wonderful strength. 
Many ring followers have received a strong tip from 
Jeffries that Munroe will notdo. The champion made 
the statement only a week ago that when the miner 
runs up against a first-class pugilist he will be signally 
beaten. Jeffries insists that he allowed Munroe to stay 
four rounds with him “just to make a good go,” and 
that if Jack should tackle Fitzsimmons, he would be 
quickly floored. Munroe needs a thorough course of 
instruction in boxing science. He seems to be a dia- 
mondinthe rough. Rugged, game, a heavy hitter, he 
does not know the fine points of the game, but, to his 
credit, he is willing to learn. A man like Tommy 
Ryan or Jim Corbett could take hold of Munroe and 
make a swift, effective fighter of him. He is quick to 
pick up bints and has already shown a vast improve- 
ment since he sprang into fame by refusing to allow 
the boilermaker to put him to sleep in a four-round go. 
A close friend of Jeffries said the other day that the 
champion was inclined to regard Munroe as his most 
dangerous antagonist, and that he did not care to take 
him on until he earned enough of a reputation to bea 
real drawing card. 

Meanwhile there is no more confident man in the 
ring to-day than Sharkey. The sailor said before he 
began training that he could get into magnificent shape 
inside of four weeks. Sharkey was partly crippled by 
the body smashes he received in his twenty-five-round 
fight with Jeffries, and had not wholly recovered when 
he was knocked out later by Fitzsimmons. Buta long 
rest has enabled the sailor to get back his old strength. 
Sharkey has always borne the reputation of being one 
of the roughest fighters in the ring and is a rusher and 
a terrific hitter. He is at a disadvantage with a 
clever boxer until he can beat down the latter’s guard 
and hammer him down and out. 

Munroe has made mincemeat of Peter Maher and 
Al Limerick, but there is not much in those achieve- 
ments, Sharkey will be the first really good puzgilist 
that Munroe has tackled since his contest with Jeffries, 
and the miner will be put to a test that will be watched 
| with eagerness and deep interest wherever pugilism 
has a following.
